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$16,000 award in land suit 


Several years ago the Town of 
Wilmington took three parcels of land 
by eminent domain, in North 
Wilmington. The purpose, at least in 
part, was to form a town forest. 

The people in charge of Camp Forty 
Acres resisted, with strength. The 
town did not succeed in taking over 
that camp, but it did take 65.2 acres, 
owned by a Mr, Dick of Bedford; 18.1 
acres owned by a Mr. Brooks of 
Revere, and 16.7 acres owned by the 
Robbins Realty Trust, off Ba}tardvale 
Street, and just northerly, of the land 
of the Sons of Italy. 

Aboct the sametime, in town 
meeting, the land of the Sons of Italy 
was rezoned to Industrial. The pur- 
pose was to increase its value, so that 
the members of the lodge could more 
easily borrow money for the construc- 
tion of the lodge. It had been proposed 
to rezone a large tract of land, but the 
town meeting resisted. Selectman 
Jim Miceli saved the day by offering 
an amendment which rezoned only 
land owned by the Sons of Italy. 

Only part of the land owned by Rob- 
bins was taken by eminent domain. 
Probably half the land owned by that 
firm still is property of the firm, the 
portion that faces on Ballardvale 
Street. 

Several weeks ago the story in 
Wilmington was that Robbins was su- 
ing the town for $3 millions. Like 
many other stories, it was not com- 
pletely true, but Robbins was suing, 
and the firm wanted a lot of money. 

‘The suit was heard in court, last 
week, before Justice Joseph Mitchell. 
Town Counsel Alan Altman of 
Wilmington had a careful preparation 
of his case. 

Robbins was suing for $750,000. Just 
before the case started, in court, At- 
torney Walter Brown of Medford 
offered to settle for $179,000. The 
offer was refused by Altman. 

‘The award was made Tuesday. It 
was approximately $16,000, which is 
about the same sum the land was 
valued at, on the day it was taken, 
about three years ago. 

Brown seemed to base his case on 
two factors - that the land of the Sons

of Italy had been rezoned to In- 
dustrial, and that there was valuable 
gravel on the land which the owner 
had lost, when the town took the land 
by eminent domain. 

Justice Mitchell heard the case 
without a jury. He was a stickler for 
correct procedure, according to 
reports, He would not allow any sup- 
position that the land could possibly 
be rezoned to Industrial. 

The other possibility of getting a 
favorable settlement lay inthe chance 
that there was gravel or sand on the 
property. Mr. Altman, to protect the 
town, hired a vice president of the 
firm of Bailey & Aldrich, of Cam- 
bridge to do a geological survey of the 
area 

‘The price was $2 thousand 

Allen Wayne Hatheway is the Chief 
Geologist of Bailey & Aldrich. He 
holds a PhD in Geological Engineer- 
ing from the University of Arizona, in 
Tucson, Arizona. 

The three parcels of land were ex- 
plored in detail by Hatheway. He took 
air photos, for interpretation. He did 
a field geological mapping, dug test 
holes, and did laboratory testing. 

He noted that land north of Camp 
Forty Acres had been used as a gravel 
source, by the JJ Cronin Company, 
but he said, the soil in lots 322, 356 and 
351 (ie. Robbins, Brooks and Dick) 
“are not those normally associated 
with sand and gravel productivity in 
astern Massachusetts, "’ 4 

The jand, hesaid, is mainly “ground 
moraine till"’ - not directly satisfying 
the requirements of sand and gravel 
suppliers. 

Hatheway also found, somewhat 
surprisingly, that there was a lot of 
ground water, even at the 150 and 200 
foot levels. Water was found in 12 of 
the 29 test pits dug, in April. The 
water was found at depths of 3.5 to 14 
feet, and as a result, Hatheway said, 
there was ‘‘usually caving," and 
further, that ‘‘most tests terminated 
at depths of less than eight feet, due to 
increased density or resistance to 
digging.”

other two parcels are, he said, ‘of no 
unusual value" as sand and gravel 
materials. 

“Most of the materials were found 
to.céntain minerals or mineral con- 
ditionsonditioned considered 
deleterious to concrete. Also 
doesground water appears to be 
shallow enough to compromise ex- 
cavation.”” 

Hatheway considered the cost of 
clearing an acre of land as being more 
than one would get from that land. 
The cost of clearing an acre he put at 
$2,710. 

It is to be believed the award will be 
appealed.

Wilmington residents 
want ‘no-build’ on Route 129 


The 250 or so residents who crowded 
the high school auditorium Tuesday 
night to protest the proposals offered 
by the DPW for the reconstruction of 
Route 129 seemed to come as a sur-

best. Another route that has been 
taken in the past is to advertise the 
vacancy and accept applications from 
the people of Wilmington. 

Fenton's March campaign had 
stressed a ‘back to basics" policy for 
school curricula, preferential hiring 
of town residents as teachers, holding 
the line on local taxes and phasing out 
the “open campus” policy at the high 
school. 

Fentdn, who said he was very pleas- 
ed at the recent turn of events, is a 
resident of Butters Row. He has two 
children currently attending 
Wilmington schools. 

He has been active for several years 
in the Boy Scouts of America, Troop 
136, and is a member of the VFW Post 
2458, and the American Legion Post 
136. 

The School Committee appointment 
marks his first political office.

Local companies, civic or fraternal 


tions, numbers six and 10, and 
townspeople hesitated to commit 
themselves to the eventual comple- 
tion of either one. 

Alternative 15, which provided for 
no bypass, but the widening of Main 
and Lowell Street into a four-lane 
divided highway also met with 
strenuous objection from those pre- 
sent. 

The Board of Selectmen was in 
agreement with the townspeople 
about which course of action the DPW 
should pursue. Selectman Robert 
Cain read a letter stating that, at its 
most recent meeting, the board voted 
unanimously to express its preference 
for the ‘no'build’ alternative and for 
further study of the construction plan 
at the intersection of Main Street and 
Burlington Avenue, the town center. 

John Tully, president of the South 
Wilmington Betterment Association, 
presented the DPW officials with a 
petition of more than 400 names re- 
questing that the State choose the ‘no- 
build” option. He said he did not want 
to see a ‘‘speedway through the center 
of town’’ where “kids drinking and 
driving could hit a bridge abuttment 
at 60 m.p.h.” 

Robert Ducey, recording secretary 
of the South Wilmington Betterment 
Association, also spoke in favor of the 
“no-build” alternative. His group, he 
said, was formed to preserve and 


protect the quality of life in the South \ 


Wilmington area. 

He read a list of several reasons 
why the residents of South 
Wilmington endorsed the no build 
proposal. Some of these included 
land-taking, shrunken property 
values, increased taxes, flooding 
because of reduced wetlands, pollu- 
tion, danger to neighborhood children 
and uncertainty about plans for un- 
developed land abutting Lowell 
Street. 

William Frey of 46 Middlesex 
Avenue brought with him 95 letters 
from citizens of the town which were 
in support of the no-build alternative. 
He asked that they be made a part of 
the public record. Frey said he 
believed that any-of the alter- 
natives would serve to fi the en- 
croachment of industry in the center 
of town. 

He also said that he was alarmed by 
the last paragraph of the Environmen- 
tal Impact Study which indicated that 
the reconstruction would create a 
reduced level of business activity 
which would not stabilize for ap- 
proximately 20 years. 

Joseph Yentile, the owner of a 20- 
acre farm on Cross Street, brought an 
exhibit along with him. Displaying in 
his weathered hands” four large, 
luscious-looking tomatoes he said he 
had picked that very evening, he told 
the crowd “I don't want a highway 
through my farm, I want to grow 
tomatoes." 

Alternative 6 would send a one-way 
loop of the proposed highway right 
through the middle of his property. 

Spokesmen for the Planning Board, 
(John DeRoy), the Chamber of 
Commerce, (Marvin Weiner) and the 
League of Women Voters (Maida 
Eisenberg) supported Alternative 6 
for its long-range benefits to the 


economic growth of the town. The 
Planning Board and the LWV also 
singled out Alternative 10 as one 
which would help to alleviate traffic 
problems and have positive planning 
implications for town as a whole. 

State Hepreseaete James Miceli 
s&fd that was leaving the hearing with 
the impression that the townspeople 
definitely wanted the ‘‘no-build’’ 
alternative. He’ said, however?that 
everyone he had talked to was in favor 
of reconstruction of the roads through 
Wilmington Center, as long as the 
work extended no further than that. 

Miceli said he planned to meet with 
DPW Commissioner John Carroll, 
whom he described as one of the best 
state employees in the Com- 
monwealth, and possible with Gover- 
nor Dukakis to relay the feelings of 
the townspeople about the 
reconstruction. Miceli said that he 
would request that the state curtail 
the project, but proceed, if possible, 
with the Early Start Option as a 
separate entity, ensuring the 
revitalization of Wilmington Center. 

Another issue which Miceli said he 
felt was even more pressing than 
Route 129 is the growing industrial 
park in North Woburn. If the Woburn 
Street bridge is rebuilt, he said, and 
according to Selectman James Banda, 
it will be in the near future, traffic 
from the park would probably seek 
access to Route 93 by traveling up 
Woburn Street through Wilmington. 

“The impact of that traffic un- 
leashing itself into our area is beyond 
anyone's wildest imagination,’’ Miceli 
said. 

Miceli added that he was meeting 
‘on/ May 30 with a group of the area’s 
businessmen to discuss the issue. 

Gustafson replied to the 
townspeople's preference for the '‘no- 
build” alternative. 

“If no'build is what you want," he 
said, ‘‘the Commissioner will do ab- 
solutely nothing. Nothing at all.” 

He said that according to federal 
guidelines, the Early ‘Start Option 
must be part of a complete proposal 
“It cannot be considered separately” 
he said, “because it does not do the 
whole job."” 

Gustafson explained that the pro- 
ject could be begun in the center now, 
and later, when more funds become 
available, could be completed. He in- 
dicated that in order to complete the 
project at a later date another objec- 
tive look at the entire impact would 
have to be taken, suggesting that the 
remainder of the project could be 
squelched at that time. 

“Say ‘no-build’ and you close the 
door to communication," cautioned 
Selectman James Banda. He said he 
believed the proposal should be re- 
examined to take into consideration 
improvements that are being planned 
in surrounding towns. 

Gustafson told the residents that no 
decision is likely to be reached for ap- 
proximately one month. Written com- 
ments may still be submitted to the 
DPW at 100 Nashua Street in Boston. 
The deadline for their receipt and con- 
sideration is June 5. After all the in- 
put is reviewed, Gustafson said, the 
Commissioner would make a decision 
on the project

A Swedish flag at Dymo? 


Dymo Industries is a nation-wide 
company, with headquarters in San 
Francisco. It operates in many in- 
dustries. One of those is the manufac- 
ture of sophisticated typesetting 
machines, in North Wilmington,-in 
what was once the Photon plant. 

Dymo Industries took over Photon 
several years ago when that company 
went bankrupt, and has improved on 
the machines once called Photons. 

Dymo, in North Wilmington, sells 
highly sophisticated typesetting 
machines, costing hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Dymo, in North Wilmington, is only 
one of four firms in Massachusetts 
owned by Dymo Industries. 

For some reason, during the past 
few weeks, Dymo in North 


Wilmington has been flying a flag of a 
foreign country, every day from its 
flagpole in front of the building. On 
Monday, for instance, it was the 
British Union Jack that was flying. 
Two weeks ago the Swedish ensign 
was flying from the flagpole. -That 
probably was’ a coincidence.

name of Esselte AB is seeking to 
purchase all the Dymo common stock: 
In its way this was a sensation in the 
typesetting world, last week. 

Esselt AB (AB in Swedish means, 
approximately, Inc.) is offering $24 a 
share for Dymo stock. Dymo stock, 
recently sold at a figure a little lower 
than than that, but the company has 
declared the value of the stock is 
$24.27 per share. The Board of Direc- 
tors of Dymo, in San Francisco, is 
resisting the proposed take-over. 

Friday morning the Massachusetts 
Secretary of State took notice of the 
state of affairs, and issued a notice. 
He said that Esselt AB had violated 
Massachusetts law, in failing to file 
certain statutory forms, which would 
indicate the effects of the takeover, if 
it did become effective. 

Four firms in Massachusetts were 
in the offer, but the Boston radio 
stations were talking about the one in 
North Wilmington.

Selectmen hear residents views on 129

A concerned crowd of nearly 50 
residents confronted selectmen Mon- 
day night with the reasons they 
believe the proposed Route 129 bypass 
would be detrimental to the town of 
Wilmington. 

The selectmen listened , carefully 
and promised to draft a consensus of 
their own opinions to present as a for- 
mal statement at a public hearing on 
the project schedlued for Tuesday 
May 23 

The residents, members of several 
neighborhood groups, were un- 
animously opposed to all but Alter- 
native 1. of the proposal, called a "'no- 
build,” which would leave the roads 
as they are 

Robert Ducey, the recording 
secretary of the newly-formed South 
Wilmington Betterment Association, 
said that although the South 
Wilmington residents were aware of 
traffic problems in their neighborhood 
and in the center of town, the majori- 
ty of them did not believe that the 
DPW solutions were acceptable 

Ducey said the group plans to pre- 
sent a formal petition at the Tuesday 
night hearing, requesting the DPW to 
select the no-build alternative. 

‘The reasons for opposing the other

three proposed ‘alternatives, he said 
were: a loss of friends and neighbors 
due to landtaking, the reduction of 
property values, the proximity that 
would be created to high speed 
highways, increases in the tax rate 
because of a reduced tax base, air and 
noise pollution, physical danger to 
children in the area and a general 
change in the character of the town 

He stressed the point that those 
deriving the greatest benefit from the 
project would be industrialists and 
residents to towns to the north and 
west of Wilmington who would use the 
road as a throughway to reach 
Interstate route 98. 

Aside from “‘no-build,” the DPW 
has three other options from which to 
choose 

Alternative 6 would begin at Rich- 
mond Street, the recently constructed 
Fred F. Cain overpass, would curve 
around behind the center and would 
join Route 93 at Lowell Street. It 
would necessitate the taking of at 
least 10 homes on Lowell Street 

Alternative 10, a similar bypass, 
would introduce a major roadway 
through the residential area known as 
Allen Park Drive. It would also dis- 
turb a Mloodplain-wetland area north 
of Lowell Street.

Not a bypass as such, alternative 15 
would for the most part follow the 
contours of the present roadways. It 
would however necessitate the 
rebuilding of the present route 129-62 
intersection along with most of route 
129 from Richmond Street to route 93. 
It, according to the DPW's En- 
vironmental Impact Study of the pro- 
ject, is the costliest of all the alter- 
natives, will impact the most 
businesses and will créate a definite 
aesthetic change in the appearance of 
the town center. It will also con- 
siderably widen Lowell Street 

Bill Frey of 46 Middlesex Avenue, a 
member of what he called an informal 
neighborhood group, said he and his 
neighbors were very alarmed that 
“all the alternatives were based on a 
whole series of assumptions, not 
facts."" He told the selectmen that an 
“origin and destination” study to dis- 
cover where cars were coming from 
and where they were going 

The present proposals, he said, 
would ‘‘split the town right in half.”" 
Charging that the proposal was an 
‘overkill solution, he said ‘Something 
should be done, but we got tangled in a 
nest of bureaucratic red tape." The 
DPW, Fry said had ‘designed a 
howitzer to kill a mosquito."’ 

Selectman Aldo Caira said he 
regretted that, “because of another 
committment, he would not be able to 
attend the Route 129 hearing. To show 
his support for the residents however, 
he volunteered to sign the petition 
requesting the selection ofthe ‘‘no- 
build” alternative. He received a 
round of applause for his gesture. 

Caira told the crowd that it took him 
only eight minutes to get through the 
center of town now. A bypass, he 
said, would probably reduce this to 
four. He added that he couldn't un- 
derstand disturbing the entire town to 
save four minutes. 

Both he and Selectman Rocco 
DePasquale said they believed the 
opening up of Olson Road behind the 
post office between Church Street and 


Middlesex Avenue would greatly 
aleviate the problems of small 
businesses in the center of town. 

In other business, the selectmen 
granted licenses to serve alcoholic 
beverages to the Aleppo Temple, the 
Sons of Italy Lodge and the Knights of 
Columbus. 

‘The first two were granted with lit- 
tle-discussion. The third, however, 
precipitated a considerable amount of 
comment from people who live near 
the K of C Hall, most of it un- 
favorable. Complaints of excessive 
noise were made. 

The three ogranizations had 
previously applied for and being 
granted licenses by the selectmen of 
Wilmington. The Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission, however, disallowed the 
licenses because there was no provi- 
sion within the bylaws of the town for 
club licenses. 

A referendum on the March, 1978, 
ballot, however, provided a special 
act authorizing club licenses. It was 
approved by a nearly three to one 
margin 

Al Quandt, one of the few who spoke 
in favor of granting a license to the K 
of C may have put it more succinctly. 

‘These places are function halls, he 
said. “I can’t see going to a wedding 
and drinking Zarex."’ 

Also at the Monday night meeting, 
several dates were reserved for the 
summertime use of the gazebo'on the 
town common. 

Ron Swasey, recreation director, 
reserved five dates for concerts which 
he said he hoped would be sponsored 
by local business or industry. The 
dates are June 21, July 11, July 27, 
August 11 and August 28. 

Kiwanis President Carl Smith 
received permission for his organiza- 
tion tp run a July Fourth bean supper 
and concert for the \residents of the 
town. The event, he said, would run 
from approximately 4 to 10 p.m. on 
the evening of the fourth. Music 
would be provided by the Woburn City 
Band.
